MOST DISASTROUS IN HISTORY OF B,&0, RAILROAD 


The Duquesne Limited Wrecked Wednesday Night, While Running at the 


Rate of Sixty Miles an Hour—Train Derailed by 


Lumber on the Track. 


COSSSLLSVILLE, December 23 —A dis- 


aster more serious than any that bus 
ever occurred in the history of the B>!- 
timore & Ohio railroad with a fearful 
mortality list of 73 in addition to 
the more or lets seri> usly injnr«d of 75 
other persons.happened to night at 7:45 
o'clock, two miles west of Dawson, 
where the Duquesue limited train was 
wrecked while running at the rate of 
60 miles an hour. It is impossible Rt 
thit hour to identify many of the 
bodirs, for the &6th is hanging in 
shreds and the remains are otherwise 
horribly mangled.

The wreck was caused by some heavy 


timbers that had been scattered over 


the track by a freight train which pre- 
ceded the passenger. 
The Duquesne 


was derailed and the engine forged 
ahead for a short distence, then 
ploughed into the embankment. The 
tender leaped into the air and fell b«- 
yond the boiler. The baggage car was 
forced over the debris and rolled on iti 
side near the engine. 
The simking 


ear laden with human freight was 
hurled midway upon the boiler, with 
suffi--lent momentum to knock rfi the 
steam drum. This proved to be a death 
trap. With a deaf ening roar the steam 
seethed into the csr, and not an oocu- 
psnt o.' the ill-f&ted coaoh eicnped 
with his life. The day eoseh w»s de- 
m->lis) ed a-id every passenger in it wa« 
killed or irjared, while the two Pull- 
mans were torn from their trucks, 
their recupants escspi-g with minor 
I' juries, as did those who were seated 
in tbe dining car in the rear.

kins, of Chicago. His subject was "The 
Golden Fleece" and the speaker held 
the close attention of hi* hearers for Queries 
more than an hour and a half, inter- 
spersing hi* lecture with wit and 
humor. The lecture was enjoyed very Recitation 
much throughout. 


THUBSDAT MOSSING. 


The session was opened with a devo- 


tional exercise conducted by Eav. M. L. 
Culler. Reports of three committees 
were presented. The first was that of the 
committee on Beading. (The announce- 
ment may be made here that any one 
desiring a copy of Dr. White's Art of 
Teaching may secure it by sending 
$1 to Prof. H H. Brumbaugh, of De- 
fiance.) The second committee to re- 
port was that on Permanent Certifi- 
cates. They announced that the ex- 
amination will be held on May 6-7,1904, 
at Everett, in the high school build- 
ing. The third report was that of the 
Memorial committee. 


The first speaker at this session was 


Dr, Hull, who spoke on the subject of 
Mathematics, principally upon the 
branch of mental 
arithmetic. 
We 


teach written arithmetic deductively, 
but mental is taught inductively. The 
main thing in mental arithmetic is to 
give an analytic analysis. The me*hod 
should be mostly oral. The subject of 
addition deserves more attention than 
it at present receive!. 
We should 


hasten the pupil to algebra. There is 
more to be gained by a good drill in 
this branch than from an extended 
course in arithmetic. 
Dr, Hull said 


that fewer branches should be followed 
in the common school curriculum, and 
he would gather hit problems from 
actual business life. He insisted upon 
giving rapid and accurate addition. 


After a short drill in music Supt, 


Coughlin took up the subject of Read- 
ing. In this he said we should distin- 
guish between device and method. 
The 


method lies deeper than the device. 
He believes in the phonic mtthod pure 
and simple. But he would combine it 
with the word method to beginners. The 
latter for the purpose of keeping up 
the interest, wbile the former gives 
the pupil power - to form new words 
During the first year ha would have 
the pupil take but four branches, yiz , 
Music, drawing, writing t.n<i res-din? 
Number ivork docs not need to bo fol- 
lowed so early. Prsotics in syllabica- 
tion is the cext step. There are two 
elcmints necessaryin primary reading, 
viz , Pronunciation and meaning.

To see myself I must 


look at somebody else and not at my 
telf. No man is a safe looking glass 
for himself. Man is a unit and never 
acts as a duet; hence he cannot hear 
two sounds at the same time, or see 
two thingi at once. What seems to be 
at once is really at twice. The whole 
unit mas acts at one point, or in one 
direction, at one time; and it is this 
whole unit man that sees a thing. The 
eye sees nothing. One man reads Dick- 
ens and sees thinks as Dickens saw 
them, another man reads the same 
things yet sees very little. The first 
has very ictive brain cells grouped 
around the nucleus of the visual centre; 
the other is a better hearer than seer,

nterest manifested in our county in- 
stitutes, and the crowded conditions 
on Wednesday and Thursday after- 
noons, we recommend that provisions 
le made for instruction in two rooms, 
using the high school room to relieve 
the congestion during those sessions.
